Th e flood reach ed its crest in th e 
early part of th e h ou rs after m idnigh t 
and m any fam ilies w ere sw ept aw ay 
to a w atery death with h ardly a 
ch ance to figh t for th eir liv es. 
W ith [ 
th e onru sh of th e w ater pandemoni- j 
u m reigned, and as th e poor w retch es j 
were sw ept from th eir h om es, on th e 
tops of wh ich m any h ad sou gh t sh eb 
ter, nev er for a m om ent anticipating 
th at th e w ater wou ld reach an u nprec­ 
edented h eigh t, pitifu l appeals for as­ 
sistance cou ld be h eard rising abov e 
th e roar of th e onru sh ing w aters by 
th ose on h igh er grou nd, bu t wh o w ere 
pow erless to render aid of any kind.

day . 
Yet scores u pon scores are still 
believ ed to be lodged at v ariou s points 
along th e stream , and it may be weeks 
before th ey are recov ered, and m any 
will nev er be fou nd.

$ 1,000,000 or more. 
Th is dam age, togeth er with th e loss 
resu lting from th e com plete annih ila­ 
tion of approx im ately 5,000 jacalas or 
h u ts, adcbe h ou ses and som e stru c­ 
tu res of m ore pretentiou s appearance, 
togeth er w ith th eir contents, all ru in­ 
ed by th e inflow of w ater, will bring 
th e financial loss u p to approx im ately 
$ 7,000,000.

That an army officer should be the 
chief of all the tariff e x e rts of the 
great committee on finance has been 
the occasion for a good many jokes 
jwnce the bill came from committee. 
Senator .T. P. Dolliver painted a thrill­ 
ing word picture of Major Ix >rd, en- 
seonsed in a private office in the sen­ 
ate office building, his name on tbe 
door, array ed in all the bravery and 
panopoly of war, figuring percentages 
and counting the threads in square 
Inches of cotton fabrics. 
While it 
seems a bit funny , the fact Is that 
Major Lord knows more about tariff 
than any other one man now ex tant. 
More than that, instead of his army 
training making him a tariff ex pert, 
his tariff ex pertness made him an 
arm y officer. 


P os s e s s or of a W ond e rful Memory . 
i M ajor Lord's career as a tariff ex ­ 
pert began about fourteen y ears ago. 
He was a Maine man and became sec­ 
retary of Governor Dingley about two 
y ears before the Dingley revision was 
taken up. He develop'd great aptitude 
for the work, having a great “head for 
Aggers” and a memory which every - 
’body admitted couldn't be beaten. He 
had no notion of becoming a soldier. 
In anticipation of the revision which 
was coming on he set about study ing 
tariff. 
lie Jen rued the story of all the 
schedules and tariff acts from the be­ 
ginning, road the debates and affili­ 
ated with the customs ex perts till he 
knew all they did and remembered ev- 
<*ry word and decimal point of it all. 
So by the time the Dingley bill had 
Tbeoome law Lord was recognized by 
both Dingley and Aldrich, as well as 
by Allison and the rest of its makers, 
as the greatest living aggregation of 
accurate tariff information. 
President 
McKinley had come to know and like 
him ; in fact, knew him quite well be­ 
fore he was elected president. 


Ex cellent Record In th e Philippines. 
A fter the tariff act had passed Pres­ 
ident McKinley indicated a desire to 
<lo something for Mr. Lord. The Span­ 
ish w ar came on, and Lord was offered 
a commission as captain pay m aster 
and sent to the Philippines. There his 
service was ex cellent. 
His accounts 
were alway s accurate and complete, 
and he won promotion to a m ajority 
on his merits. 
He was quietly pursu­ 
ing his arm y career when the revision 
of 19 09 became imminent, and Senator 
Aldrich sent for him. 
Could he help 
out the finance committee again? Cer­ 
tainly . 
Did he think he had pre­ 
served such accurate recollection of 
all 
those 
detailed 
transactions of 
twelve y ears ago as would be reliable 
and secure? 
Of course he had. 
He 
demonstrated right away that he knew 
the old tariff law in every detail. That 
settled it. 
He was detailed by the 
arm y people to the special service of 
helping to make the tariff bill and be­ 
came the alter ego of Senator Al­ 
drich.

Ju d g e S a y s T h a t Is th e Basis 
of Divorce Law. 
“The divorce court is au institution 
of civilization,” according to Judge 
Richardsou of the superior court in 
Boston. 
He was hearing the petition 
of a wife who sought au injunction 
against her husband from interfering 
with her personal liberty pending di­ 
vorce proceedings, in which cruelty 
was alleged. 
Judge Richardson said: “The laws of 
M assachusetts iu respect to divorce 
are founded on mercy — in a large ma­ 
jority of cases, as to practical results, 
mercy to woman. 
“Those 
persons 
who 
talk 
much 
against divorce and the divorce court 
mistake, among other errors, the cause 
for the consequence. 
Divorce is the 
consequence of habitual drunkenness, 
cruelty , desertion and other crimes 
which are justifiable grounds for di­ 
vorce and not the cause of them. 
“The divorce court is an institution 
of civilization. 
Barbarians are not 
troubled by the law’s delay s or a 
process of a court. 
They dispose of 
an undutiful spouse more summarily . 
It is only within the last half century — 
and under government purely secular— 
that m arried women have had ade­ 
quate protection in respect to their 
property or persons.”

No code is employ ed, but the nativ es 
recognize the words intended from the 
different musical notes. 


Cem ent For Pa na m a Canal Work. 
An idea of what the Panama canal 
construction means to one industry in 
the United States may be gleaned from 
the fact that almost a million tons of 
cement will be used in the gigantic- 
work. 
Shipments hav e already begu» 
in steamers owned by the govern­ 
ment which will carry about 8,000 tons 
at a trip. 
It is estimated that it will 
take about four y ears to deliv er the 
4,800,000 barrels of cement contracted 
for at the present rate of shipment.

j co-operation with the v arious states 
the federal gov ernment intends to stop 
• the great increase in the sales of those I 
drugs that lower the phy sical and mor- I 
al standing of the people. Opium, mor­ 
phine, cocaine, chloral and similar dis- 
! tillations are to be placed under the 
sev erest inspection. 
The state depart­ 
ment at Washington is now engaged 
In drawing up legislation to prevent 
the spread of the drug habit by elimi­ 
nating the cause. 
It is the intention of this gov ern­ 
ment to make the crusade worldwide. 
Hamilton Wright, the American dele­ 
gate on the opium commission which 
has been sitting in Pekin, is drawing

take up the question of not only ex ­ 
cluding opium (ex cept that intended 
for medicinal purposes), but also the 
other deleterious drugs to which a 
large number of the people of all coun­ 
tries have turned as offering a sur­ 
cease from the troubles of life and 
which sap the user’s energies and abet 
crime.
